Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of these claims is the inclusion of the step 
of evaporating at least part of the volatile surfactant from the mixture to alter the tilt of 
the optical axis of the liquid crystal. The prior art does not teach nor suggest this 
method step in combination with the other steps of the method claimed within 
independent claim 1 . The examiner believes that birefringent layer produced using the 
claimed method will has a structural difference over the prior art as well due to the 
combination of volatile surfactant within the liquid crystal and the amount of tilting of the 
optical axis of the liquid crystal.
